Czajkowski gets 
unanimous nod 
for school chief

Life is starting to come full circle for Dr. Mary 
Czajkowski. 

The 43 year-old Chicopee native not only accepted 
the position of Agawam superintendent of schools on 
Monday, June 25th, but she will also fulfill a longtime 
goal this Sunday, July 1st, when she receives her 
doctorate in educational leadership from Nova 
Southeastern University in Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 

“My mother had MS and died when I was 13 and 
she said to me ‘Go out and get a good education’,” 
Ms. Czajkowski said. “I know she’ll be very proud of 
me. 

Her mom’s not the only one. 

Since Ms. Czajkowski accepted the School’s 
Committee's unanimous offer of the superintendency 
Monday afternoon, she hasn’t had a moment to rest. 
The phone calls, the flowers, the gifts - they keep 
pouring into her office. And that came less than 24 
hours after she accepted the position, which will offi¬ 
cially begin around Sept. 1, 2002. 

“People have sent cards, flowers, baskets - I 
haven’t had time to sit down and think about it," Ms. 
Czajkowski said. "I received a huge arrangement with 
a card signed by every teacher and every secretary at 
Clark School... a basket of relaxation lotions ... lots 
of phone calls ... I never really understood the sup¬ 
port that I had in this community until now." 

Ms. Czajkowski also received an outpouring of 
support prior to the School Committee’s offer. At 
recent Town Council and School Committee meet¬ 
ings, residents spoke in favor of hiring Ms. 
Czajkowski. The School Committee, aware of anoth-

er possible offer to Czajkowski from South Hadley, 
sped-up the hiring process to send Ms. Czajkowski a 
message that she was wanted here. 

“The School Committee, in expediting the process, 
indicated to me that they were fully aware of other 
openings,” Ms. Czajkowski said. "I never thought it 
would happen so quickly.” 

Ms. Czjakowski will continue in her capacity as 
assistant superintendent while shadowing the retiring 
Superintendent Dr. Frank Ameruoso next year. 

Ameruoso, visibly moved, officially announced to 
the town that Ms. Czajkowski accepted the position 
during the School Committee meeting on Tuesday, 
June 26th. 

“I wish you the best, Mary," he said. “God bless 
you.” 

Ms. Czajkowski’s acceptance came just a few 
hours before she was scheduled for a final interview 
for the same position in South Hadley. She said the 
decision wasn’t easy and South Hadley offered an 
attractive position. 

“South Hadley’s half our size, and that attracted 
me,” she said, adding that she believes she and South 
Hadley were a good fit. But, obviously, not good 
enough. 
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“I know I made the right decision,” Ms. Czajkowski 
said. 

Next year will be a transition period for Ms. 
Czajkowski. Her short-term goals include continuing 
to work with Ameruoso and exploring full-day kinder¬ 
garten more closely. She also plans to work with the 
School Committee and Agawam Town Council to lay 
plans to restructure the School Department’s central 
office. 

One of Ms. Czajkowski’s challenges will be to hire 
an assistant superintendent to replace her and a 
deputy superintendent to replace Donald Charest, 
who is retiring next year. 

This challenge, however, will allow Ms. Czajkowski 
to carefully choose her team in the best interest of 
Agawam schools and her vision for them and the 
town, she told us. 

“I live in this community and it’s important to me to 
become very active within the community and to let 
people know who I am,” she said. 

Who she is, is an avid golfer who likes to read and 
spend downtime relaxing in her Cape Cod home 
when she’s not in her Agawam condo. She enjoys 
kayaking and would love to cook if she had the time. 
She’s also a dedicated educator who is thrilled with 
her latest challenge.

Simple steps to reduce 
mosquito populations 
in your neighborhood 

The frequent rain over the past month has provid¬ 
ed mosquitos numerous places in which to breed. 

Mosquitos will breed in any stagnant puddle or 
standing water that lasts for more than four days. 

By identifying and eliminating these breeding sites, 
you can reduce mosquito populations around your 
home and neighborhood. 

* Dispose of water-holding containers such as 
metal cans, plastic containers, and ceramic pots that 
collect water; 

* Pay special attention to discarded tires that may 
have been collected on your property. Tires are a 
common place for mosquitos to breed; 

* Drill holes in the bottom of recycling containers 
that are left outdoors; 

* Clean clogged roof gutters so that water can 
drain; 

* Turn over plastic wading pools and wheelbarrows 
when not in use; 

* Keep swimming pools clean and properly chlori¬ 
nated, and water off the cover; and 

* Change birdbath water at least every four days. 

If you go outdoors between dusk and dawn when 

mosquitos are most active, wear a long-sleeved shirt 
and long pants. 

Use mosquito repellent that contains DEET and 
follow the directions on the label.

Agawam should take a close 
look at our Planning Board

On June 21st, I attended a Planning Board meet¬ 
ing.

The residents of Agawam and Feeding Hills have 
been attending Planning Board meetings since 
February 15, 2001 regarding a dormitory and mainte¬ 
nance garage being built on North West St. in 
Feeding Hills.

April 19th, when the Board was voting on acceptance 
of the site plan. All of a sudden, he was an authority 
on this site plan. He stood there and said, “Let’s 
approve this.

At least the other members allowed us to ask some 
questions and eventually said they would approve the 
plan if the Building Inspector agreed this was an 
approved use.

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Board meetings, he would see that Mr. Bean, C&E 
Tobacco’s architect, Mr. Arnold himself, and the 
Planning Board all refer to the building as a dormito¬ 
ry.

I hope the Mayor is aware of when Mr. Shibley’s 
term on the Planning Board expires and makes sure 
he is replaced with someone who is willing to devote 
the time to the Planning Board that is necessary, so 
when our townspeople have to go before the Board, 
the members will at least know the facts presented to 
them. 

This meeting was an opportunity for the Planning 
Board to right a wrong and I was disappointed that no 
one had the guts to do it. 

Mr. Shibley and the Planning Board have the Town 
of Agawam in their hands. Do you trust them?

Mayoral candidate agrees 
with Town Council’s decision 

To the Editor: 

A few weeks ago, Fire Chief Pisano suggested that 
people interested in the new fire truck issue might 
want to attend the fire truck show which would be held 
at the Big E this past weekend. I took the Chief up on 
his suggestion. You’d be amazed at what you can 
learn when you engage in a little comparison shop¬ 
ping. 

Mayor Cohen proposed our town spend $750,000 
on a Pierce Mid-Ship truck. Upon inspection of this 
truck, it becomes clear it has a few shortcomings 
which would render it inappropriate for our use, in my 
opinion. 

The most significant shortcoming is that the ladder 
apparatus is situated right behind the cab of the truck, 
and is positioned so that it lays about equal to the 
height of the truck when not deployed. This can be a 
benefit if you need to drive the truck under low 
bridges, because the “travel height” of the truck is 
only 9 !4 feet. However, we don’t have low bridges in 
our town, so for us, that’s not really an issue. If there 
are a couple of streets with low hanging tree limbs, 
they should be trimmed back, but that’s a separate 
issue. 

The reason the ladder placement is an issue is that 
if the ladder is deployed off the rear of the truck, we 
automatically lose about 30 feet of ladder, which is 
more than our present truck has lost over the years 
(25 feet). As well, you can’t lower the bucket to the 
ground, with injured or frail people you’ve rescued, 
unless the ladder is deployed to one side or the other, 
which may not be practical. Because of this, it’s hard 
to see how this truck could be used for river rescue, 
which is supposedly one of its benefits. Also, the lad¬ 
der lacks 360 degree range of motion; you might get 
about 270 degrees instead, because it would bump 
against the cab otherwise. 

Another shortcoming is that the stabilizing joints 
extend pretty far from the truck, which might make the 
truck difficult to deploy in some places. 

As it happens, there are plenty of fire trucks which 
would be more than satisfactory for Agawam, and at 
a significant cost savings to the town. For example, 
the E-One 95 Platform fire truck does not have the 
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aforementioned liabilities, since the ladder apparatus 
is stationed at the rear of the truck (ie: you actually get 
95 feet of ladder extension, rather than 65), and has 
an aluminum ladder apparatus which is lighter and 
not subject to rust. The E-One 95 Platform fire truck 
does everything the Pierce Mid-Ship truck does, 
minus the shortcomings. 

The E-One 95 Platform truck, “nicely equipped,” 
can be delivered for about $602,000, or almost 
$150,000 less than the Pierce Mid-Ship. Beyond the 
initial $150,000 difference, the cost savings are 
meaningful. Assuming we finance it, the difference 
ranges between $1,000 to $1,500 per month (!) 
depending on the length of the loan, for a total of 
another $150,000 to $240,000 on the finance charges 
alone. 

The Town Council was absolutely correct to refuse 
to bow in to Mayor Cohen’s pressure tactics and rush 
into this deal. I’m not pushing for the E-One truck or 
any other particular truck, but I am absolutely pushing 
for exercising the appropriate due diligence our citi¬ 
zens deserve and expect.

Monahan will state his 
vision for Agawam 

To the Editor: • ' 

With the campaign season beginning once again, I 
have had the opportunity to speak with many people 
about Peter Monahan’s candidacy for mayor. Among 
the many issues discussed on his 11-point platform, 
the question of religion and education continually aris¬ 
es. Indeed, when Peter and I first discussed his pos- 
sible candidacy for mayor, it was one of my first ques¬ 
tions of him. 

First, let’s dispel a common misconception. There 
Vs uo “Constitutional separation of church and state.’’ 
Rather, the Constitution provides that the Congress 
shall not establish a national religion. The phrase 
"separation of church and state” was coined by 
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President Thomas Jefferson when communicating 
with a small congregation in Connecticut. 

Furthermore, the constitutional prohibition against 
establishing a national religion was to protect congre¬ 
gations such as those in Connecticut from the state, 
not protect the state from religion. That fact notwith¬ 
standing, we as Americans have come to expect, 
indeed demand, that the affairs of the church remain 
separate from the affairs of state. Accordingly, we do 
not want our children preached to in our public 
schools - and Peter Monahan firmly agrees with this. 

In his platform position on education, Peter states 
unequivocally that if world religions were introduced 
into or expanded upon in the curriculum of the 
Agawam schools, it would be as a civic education, 
and that preaching would be prohibited. 

In today’s world of international business, intercon¬ 
tinental communications via one’s personal computer, 
and news and information broadcast live throughout 
the world, the young men and women of our commu¬ 
nity must have not only the reading, writing, arith¬ 
metic, and computer skills to compete on the national 
and international levels, but they must also have an 
understanding of the world in which they are living 
and competing. To achieve this, a foundation of learn¬ 
ing about other cultures must begin at the high school 
level. Learning the religions of other cultures is essen¬ 
tial to the understanding of their lifestyles. 

I have had the good fortune, as an 18 year-old 
Marine, to be stationed and spend a year in the Far 
East, and later as a Naval officer to be deployed sev¬ 
eral times to Europe and the Persian Gulf. In the Far 
East, and especially in the Middle East, as well as in 
many (if not most) cultures in the world, it is crucial to 
understand the religious beliefs of the people in order 
to understand their daily actions and motivations. 

As such, offering world religions as part of the cur¬ 
riculum of our schools is not an attempt to turn our 
schools into parochial schools or to create a platform 
from which to preach to students. Rather, it is just one 
step in helping the young men and women of 
Agawam receive the proper educational foundation 
that they will need to compete and thrive in this world. 

Incidentally, whether you agree or disagree with 
Peter’s platform, he is the only one of the three 
announced candidates so far to put forward any type 
of platform. He is not a candidate who will say what 
he thinks some people want to hear because it’s polit- 
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ically expedient. Rather, he will state what his vision 
for Agawam is, and let the voters decide.

Let’s hope the Board will 
listen to abutters’ concerns 

To the Editor. 

In February, the Planning Board met to consider a 
proposal by C & E Tobacco to build a dormitory and 
garage on North West Street, near Karen Lynn Circle. 
The dormitory would house up to 28 seasonal farm 
workers between April and October, with the nearby 
garage housing farm vehicles and equipment. 

I became disenchanted at the outset of the meet¬ 
ing because the Board members didn’t have any 
answers to abutters’ concerns about noise, traffic, 
water drainage, etc. The Board claimed not to have 
jurisdiction over these matters and said that we would 
have to contact the Police, the Board of Health, or 
other appropriate agencies with our concerns. 

I directed a question to Planning Director Debbie 
Dachos concerning the noise level that would be gen¬ 
erated in our quiet neighborhood by buses and trucks 
transporting workers in the pre-dawn hours to the

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workers' compensation and more.

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farmer’s satellite locations in other towns. She said 
that Agawam doesn’t have a noise ordinance. Yet one 
of my neighbors spoke up at the meeting, saying that 
she called the Police last summer over a noise issue 
and was told that the Police doTn fact practice noise 
control. In addition, I learned months later from the 
attorney we hired to represent our Dormitory Action 
Group that Agawam does have a noise ordinance. 

To add insult to injury, when the Planning Board 
subsequently granted conditional approval to the con¬ 
struction proposal, Ms. Dachos voted “yes" along with 
the Planning Board members, despite not being a 
member of the Board herself. She should not have 
voted - nor should the Board have taken her vote into 
account - because she is not eligible to vote. 

How can the average citizen have any faith in the 
Planning Board or Planning Director when an ineligi¬ 
ble person is allowed to vote on a matter of substan¬ 
tial concern to the farm’s neighboring residents? 

When the Planning Board met on June 21st, they 
had an opportunity to reverse their earlier decision to 
conditionally approve the proposed dormitory and 
garage construction. Instead, they took the easy road 
and left their earlier determination intact, letting the 
Board of Appeals take up the matter on June 28th. 

When bewilders me most is that the Planning 
Board seems to be more concerned with granting 
approval to an out-of-town tobacco farmer than with 
addressing the concerns of North West Street/Karen 
Lynn Circle residents, many of whom have lived here 
for more than 25 years. 

Our concerns with C & E Tobacco predate the dor¬ 
mitory issue. A few summers ago, C & E operated an 
irrigation pump from a pond just behind the property 
line of one of my Karen Lynn Circle neighbors. The 
pump, which ran from seven in the morning until nine 
at night, was so loud that my neighbor had to close all 
of his windows, but even with closed windows he still 
couldn’t hear his television. My neighbor called the 
police, and the farmer was required to install mufflers 
on the pump as a result. The reduced noise level still 
required the closing of windows (thankfully their home 
is air-conditioned), but at least the TV could now be 
heard. 

One more example. Our Dormitory Action Group 
held a meeting in a hall near our neighborhood at 
7:00 p.m. on Sunday, June 10th. While the meeting 
was in session, one of our neighbors entered the hall 
and announced that those with open windows at 
home might want to leave the meeting and close their 
windows and bring their pets inside because the 
tobacco farmer was spraying with herbicides, and the 
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Massachusetts Department of Food and Agriculture’s 
Pesticide Bureau, and met with one of its representa¬ 
tives. The inspector told me that it is clearly against 
the law for a farmer to let his pesticides/herbicides 
drift into nearby homes and yards, and that he would 
warn the farmer. The inspector said that this would 
not be the first time that he had to warn C & E 
Tobacco of a pesticide violation of this type. 

I bring up these incidents because they demon¬ 
strate the kinds of problems that we have had with C 
& E Tobacco before the dormitory proposal was even 
thought of. I can only imagine how much worse it 
would be with the dormitory, garage, and added work¬ 
ers. 

My hope is that on June 28th the Board of Appeals 
will listen to the abutters’ concerns and be more open- 
minded than the hidebound Planning Board has been 
on this issue.

From there, if you want to 
make an appointment with a doctor, do it then. 

There may be a 30-day wait, but take the time to do 
it if there is a need. You will be given a means test to 
determine what your fees will be. If you have a 10-per- 
cent, service-connected disability or higher, there is 
no charge. 

There is a wealth of information that can be a ben¬ 
efit to you if you go sign up. SO WHAT ARE YOU 
WAITING FOR??? Take the time. With medical costs 


going up, you have nothing to lose.

Keeping feet in tip-top shape

Works in progress... 

Just about everybody has an idea, or rather, ideal 
picture, of how Christians should behave. When 
somebody we know and respect as a Christian then 
behaves in a way contrary to expectations, the alarm 
bells go off. “Oh, you shouldn’t act that way!’’ Or, “You 
shouldn’t talk that way!” It’s amazing how the 99 
things a Christian does correctly can be overlooked, in 
favor of the one or two things they do wrong. 

The truth is that nobody, Christians included, is per¬ 
fect. As the old saying goes, “God’s not done with me 
yet.” Even though we are all a little rough around the 
edges, that’s no reason to throw in the towel and give 
up. God has seen worse, and He is not ready to give 
up on any of us yet. 

Not long before it was time for Jesus to be 
taken up to heaven, He made up His mind to go to 
Jerusalem. He sent some messengers on ahead 
to a Samaritan village to get things ready for Him. 
But He was on His way to Jerusalem, so the peo¬ 
ple refused to welcome Him. When the disciples 
James and John saw what was happening, they 
asked, "Lord, do You want us to call down fire 
from heaven to destroy these people?" 

See, there are worse people than you! And amaz¬ 
ingly, they were friends and traveling companions of 
Jesus! These friends of Jesus were very obviously 
“works in progress"; God was nowhere near being 
done with them. They were not only ready to “smoke” 
out an entire village over an insult, they arrogantly 
thought that somehow they actually had the power to 
"call down fire from heaven to destroy these peo¬ 
ple." Somehow, God saw past all that and kept His 
eye on their potential. Being a Christian doesn’t make 
us better than somebody else; being a Christian 
makes us better than we would otherwise be. 

Jesus turned and corrected them for what they 
said. "Don’t you know what spirit you belong to? 
The Son of Man did not come to destroy people’s 
lives, but to save them." People who think of God as 
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some sort of terrifying celestial being who is just wait¬ 
ing for the first opportunity to get them don’t really 
understand God at all. Jesus summed up the heart of 
God so wonderfully when He spoke about His pur¬ 
pose. The word save refers not only to eternal salva¬ 
tion, going to heaven, it also means having our lives 
transformed, over a period of time. 

Most of us could do with some transformation in 
our lives. We find ourselves doing things, or saying 
things we shouldn’t, from time to time, even though 
we’d really rather not. People's desires make them 
give in to immoral ways, filthy thoughts, and 
shameful deeds. They worship idols, practice 
witchcraft, hate others, and are hard to get along 
with. People become jealous, angry, and selfish. 
They not only argue and cause trouble, but they 
are envious. They get drunk, carry on at wild par¬ 
ties, and do other evil things as well. While hope¬ 
fully none of us would say, “Oh yeah, I do all that," the 
challenge is that each of us can probably say, “Oh oh, 

I do some of that, sometimes." We’re not sinners 
because we always sin; we’re sinners because we 
don't always behave perfectly. 

Each of us continually needs the working of the 
Holy Spirit in us, to transform us into being the kind of 
people we want to be. God’s Spirit makes us loving, 
happy, peaceful, patient, kind, good, faithful, gen¬ 
tle, and self-controlled. Another way of saying it is 
that God’s Spirit will transform us, save us, into what 
we really want to be in the first place. Not many, if any, 
among us would say that we want to be filled by the 
previous list. That’s a dead end, at best. 

Church tradition tells us that when John was finally 
released from exile on the Isle of Patmos, he was in 
his early nineties. He was a hero to the early Church, 
sort of like what Nelson Mendela was to black South 
Africans. It was a sight to remember that day when 
Mr. Mendela walked away from the prison that he had 
been confined in for over a quarter of a century. 

When the elderly John was brought to a church 
meeting, he could barely stand or talk. “That's okay, 
John," the church leaders would say, “just tell us 
what’s really important." " Love one another, for love 
is from God," John would say. What an amazing 
transformation! These words, from a man who, 
decades before, wanted to "call down fire from 
heaven to destroy these people." God’s promises, 
and John’s experience, provide hope for us all. God's 
not done with us yet!

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F.H. Congregational 
Church takes on 
a new ministry 

Feeding Hills Congregational Church has taken on 
a new ministry. We are working with Lutheran Social 
Services of West Springfield to help resettle refugees. 
Refugees differ from immigmats in that they cannot 
go home again. 

The first two people we helped to resettle were 
from Sudan, a country that has experienced 18 years 
of civil war. Much has been heard in recent years of 
the persecution of Christians in Sudan, but non- 
Christians also have been victimized by the years of 
turmoil. 

Our congregation rented an apartment near the 
church property in Feeding Hills Center. We stocked 
the apartment with furniture and food and gave a 
warm welcome to its first new inhabitants. El Tigani 
Mohamed and Magdi Idreez are young men who had 
escaped Khartoum, made their way to Cairo, and 
(with United Nations-granted refugee status) began 
their new lives here in May. 

These Arabic-speaking men spent much of their 
first month in America learning the English language 
and becoming familiar with American customs. But 
their first concern was for the parents and siblings 
they had left behind. At their first opportunity, they 
relocated once again with friends and relatives in 
America who helped them to find jobs. Tigani is now 
in Nashville with a friend from Khartoum, and Magdi 
is in Miami with a cousin. They each hope to get their 
families away from their war-torn homeland. 

The apartment the church had rented was empty 
for only a couple of hours when we welcomed a fam¬ 
ily from Bosnia: Safet, Aida, and their three year-old 
son, Adi. As Bosnians from an area which is now in 
Serbian control, they, too, are unable to return home. 

But, Safet had been a butcher for 22 years in 
Bosnia, and he found work here almost immediately. 
His next hope is to get his Massachusetts driver’s 
license and to get his own car. 

At this time, the congregation is bringing him to 
work in Chicopee and picking him up at the end of 
each day. Aida had worked in marketing in Sarajevo; 
for now, she is focusing on learning English and help¬ 
ing their son learn as she learns. 

The church has the satisfaction of knowing that we 
have welcomed the sojourner in our midst, doing for 
them what we hope we would do for Jesus himself. As 
he told his friends, when you do something for the 
least of them, you do it for me. It has been a reward¬ 
ing experience for all involved.

Negligence & Tort 
Failure to remove stadium flag 
holders from pedestrian walkway 

One summer evening, the plaintiff was leaving a 
large sports stadium with his family after attending a 
major league game. 

The defendants had removed flags displayed 
before and during the game representing all of the 
major league teams from the flag holder bases that 
supported the flags, but allegedly left the holders in 
the pedestrian walkway where they presented a haz¬ 
ard to patrons exiting the stadium in the dark. 

The flag holders - steel plates approximately 12 
square inches, with a steel shaft approximately 18 
inches long protruding up from the center of the plate 
- were painted black and mounted on the black 
asphalt of the walkway. 

Combined with the poor lighting in the area, the 
plaintiff contended that they presented dangerous, 
unseen obstacles at night to patrons using the walk¬ 
way. 

The plaintiff was jostled into the area of the flag 
holders, which reportedly had been left without the 
usual barriers used to cordon off the area from game 
patrons, as he walked down the walkway with the 
exiting crowd. 

The plaintiff reportedly tripped on and fell over the 
flag holders, nearly becoming impaled on one of the 
protruding shafts. He landed on the asphalt pave¬ 
ment. striking his shoulder hard on the asphalt berm 
along the edge of the walkway suffering a rotator cuff 
injury and other injuries. 

The plaintiff incurred approximately $13,000 in 
medical expenses. The parties settled on the eve of 
the trial for $70,000.

Bonds may help smooth 
portfolio volatility 

Volatile stock prices tested the resiliency of many 
investors last year, as concerns about inflation, inter¬ 
est rates, corporate earnings, and the presidential 
election all helped roil the market. It's not surprising 
that such market conditions might catch investors off 
guard, especially after several years of strong stock 
gains. If you are among them, it may be time to con¬ 
sider adding bonds to your holdings to help smooth 
the influence of stocks on your portfolio. 

A different kind of asset. Bonds may help buffer 
your portfolio's volatility because their prices often 
move in different directions than stock values.

Question: I recently filed a complaint for divorce. 
My spouse has not received notice of this filing. My 
spouse’s family resides in Canada and he is threat¬ 
ening to take our children and move to Canada so 
that I will not get custody. 

My attorney says I should file an ex-parte motion. 
What is this? 

Answer: Notice of a motion to the opposing party 
must be given in all cases, unless an emergency 
exists. Ex-parte motions may be heard by the court 
when an emergency exists. 

Ex-parte means, “in behalf of on the application of 
one party, by or for one party." An affidavit stating the 
factual basis upon which you are relying for the judge 
to allow a temporary order without notice to your 
spouse must be attached to the motion. 

This affidavit must be signed by you under oath 
and must state only the facts of your own personal 
knowledge. 

Therefore, if you are relying on the statement of 
another person to present your facts, that person 
must write a separate affidavit. Once you appear in 
court, the judge may still require that you attempt to 
notify your spouse, if the judge believes that the ex- 
parte order is necessary.

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Summer safety tips for animals 


Summer can be fun, but it can also be dangerous 
and sometimes deadly to both humans and to pets. 
How unsafe it can be was something a local pet owner 
found out this year. 

The local Plantation Condo resident experienced 
first-hand an unexpected injury to her beagle, Lady 
Sarah Jane Jones a coule of weeks ago. While walk¬ 
ing to her door, Sarah's leash became twisted on a 
plant urn placed on the steps by her next door neigh¬ 
bor. When the owner tried to pull the dog away to 
avoid tripping over or into the urn, Sarah was injured 
instead. 

The eight-year-old beagle yelped in pain and when 
taken for medical care was diagnosed with a disk 
problem in her neck requiring anti-inflammatory med¬ 
ication and complete rest for several weeks and/or 
months. However, if that treatment is unsuccessful, 
Sarah could require costly disk surgery. 

Sadly, the beagle’s injury could have been avoided 
if the neighbor had just complied with Sarah's mas¬ 
ter’s request previous to the accident that the neigh¬ 
bor place the planter closer to a wall so that the Lady 
Sarah and her brother, Lord Sampson Smith, would 
not get tangled in it. 

Sarah’s plight brings attention to the fact that many 
pet injuries occur due to carelessness, negligence, or 
just plain lack of regard for safety. Many of these 
injuries can be avoided if people begin to take meas¬ 
ures to protect animals. One of the most basic safety 
rules that people can follow to protect pets is to just 
use common sense and consider safety. 

We are all aware of the basic rules for being 
responsible pet owners. However, there are many 
things people are not aware of and these things can 
cause serious injury and even death to our fury, four¬ 
legged friends. 

First of all, people need to remember to never let 
their pets (dogs and/or cats) roam free. Animals who 
are outside unattended are very likely to get injured. 
Keep all cats indoors and dogs on leashes and away 
from roads to avoid accidents. However, if your animal 
is a Houdini, who sometimes escapes, make sure that 
your cat and/or dog wears a valid animal license tag. 
It’s the cheapest form of insurance and the law 
requires it for all dogs. When the animal control officer

rescues a lost pet, he can identify the owner using the 
license tag and then notify the owner if your dog is 
found or injured. 

Never leave your pet in a parked car - not even for 
a few minutes. On an 85-degree day, the temperature 
in your car, even with the windows cracked open, can 
reach 102 degrees in 10 minutes. Your pet could suf¬ 
fer heat stroke. In just 30 minutes, the temperature will 
reach 120 degrees. Unlike humans, pets cannot per¬ 
spire to cool themselves. The movement of air into 
and out of the lungs allows them to maintain their nor¬ 
mal body temperature. 

Panting and salivation are outward signs that your 
pet is overheating. When humidity and temperature 
exceed beyond the point at which these cooling 
mechanisms can maintain body heat, stroke results, 
and that can mean permanent brain damage or even 
death to your pet. 

So, don’t take chances with your pet’s life - leave 
him at home! If you do see a dog who is left in a car, 
look for signs of heatstroke. Signs include excessive 
panting, glassy stare, dizziness, vomiting, or collapse. 
Even if the dog or cat is not exhibiting signs of sun¬ 
stroke, call the local authorities. Any police officer or 
animal care officer can and should cite for cruelty to 


animals. 

When animals are left at home, also remember that 
they need to have a cool place to stay when the sum¬ 
mer temperatures soar, either inside or out. If you 
leave your pet in a fenced pen, remember that when 
it’s really hot, the shade from a tree will not keep your 
pet cool enough. He needs a doghouse or other shel¬ 
ter to protect from the heat. 

Dogs and cats can get sunburned just like people. 
Their ears and noses, which are not protected by thick 
fur, are especially susceptible. 

Make sure your pet always has access to cool, 
clean water, especially in the summer heat. Refill 
overturned bowls and freshen water, but never give 
your pet ice water, which can shock the system and 
cause severe upsets. 

If you take your pet to the beach, be sure to provide 
ample shade as well, and hose him/her down after he 
has swum in the salt water. While many pets love to 
swim, chlorinated water irritates your pet’s eyes and 
heat and sunlight around a pool are intense. Never 
leave your pet unattended around a pool. Everyone 
knows that pools, hot tubs, ponds, etc. pose a drown¬ 
ing hazard for children. But, some people do not con¬ 
sider that animals are as unpredictable as children 
and they can also drown. Therefore, common sense 
safety rules need to apply to animals as well. Keep a 
pool area fenced and locked, always have adult 
supervision, safety locks on the equipment (i.e., hot 
tub cover), and so on. Once in, a dog or cat cannot get 
out without help, and may soon panic and drown. 
Safety precautions should also be taken when taking 
an animal onboard a boat. To avoid these accidents, 
outfit a pet with a life vest just like you would a small 
child. 

Cats and dogs can also try to escape from a pool 
area by climbing over a fence. Many animals with col¬ 
lars have been hung while trying to do this. Therefore, 
it is best to never leave an animal alone in a fenced 
area. If there are fences, urns, etc. where pets might 
get twisted, place them in a way so that animals won’t 
get tangled.

The condition known as “scoliosis”... 

Question: Recently, our 12 year-old daughter was 
told at school that she had scoliosis. I notice that her 
shoulders are not level, and one shoulderblade sticks 
out further. Could you explain this condition, and could 
chiropractic help her? 

Answer: The term “scoliosis” means curvature of 
the spine. Some types of scoliosis have known caus¬ 
es, such as scoliosis secondary to the muscular 
weakness of polio, different types of nerve degenera¬ 
tion, and birth defects. Another very common type is 
called idiopathic scoliosis. 

The term “idiopathic" means “of unknown origin.” 
When idiopathic scoliosis was named, the origin was 
unknown. Today, experts in the area of spinal biome¬ 
chanics have shown its cause to often be an imbal¬ 
ance of the muscular support to the spine from imbal¬ 
anced nerve function. 

The key to correcting the condition is to find the 
problem early, before irreversible changes take place. 
It is difficult to obtain correction when the sciolosis has 
progressed far enough for bone adaption to take 
place. Scoliosis usually develops in the pre-teen or 
early teen years, when the body is growing rapidly. 
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The rapid growth and increasing curvature of the 
spine cause the vertebrae to grow in a wedge shape, 
instead of square and level. The rib cage adapts to 
the bend and twist of the spine. When the bones for in 
this position, it is almost impossible to obtain correc¬ 
tion. Treatment at this advanced stage can retard or 
halt the progress of the scoliosis, but complete cor¬ 
rection is not obtainable. The obvious answer to the 
problem is to find the imbalance when it first develops, 
thus preventing the abnormal bone formation. 

Parents may be unaware of the early signs of 
developing scoliosis, and the condition has to be rela¬ 
tively advanced before it is recognized. There are 
many signs of developing scoliosis that parents can 
look for. 

Observe your child's general structural balance. 
The pelvis, shoulders, and head should be level. The 
shoulderblades should be balanced and of equal dis¬ 
tance from the spine. Look for an equal balance of the 
muscles on both sides of the spine. 

Adam’s position is a orthopedic test to help visual¬ 
ize rotation of the spine and trunk. Have your child 
stand facing away from you. Have them bend forward 
at the waist, as if to touch the toes with straight legs. 
As he bends forward, observe that the head, shoul¬ 
ders, trunk, and pelvis stay balanced all the way 
down. 

These are some important things that may allow 
you to detect a scoliosis at its beginning so that 
appropriate treatment can be rendered.

More interesting studies... 

Here are some more interesting studies out in the 
literature: 

* High-heeled shoes, both wide and narrow, are 
not good for the knees. It used to be thought that nar¬ 
row-based, high-heeled shoes were bad for women’s 
feet. New early research reports suggest that whether 
the heel is skinny or fat, the elevation places extra 
stress on the knees. This can increase the incidence 
of degenerative joint changes. 

* Healthy eating reduces skin wrinkling. Studies 
showed subjects with a higher intake of vegetables, 
olive oil and monounsaturated fats and legumes, and 
a lower intake of milk/milk products, butter, mar¬ 
garine, and sugar products had less skin wrinkling in 
the sun-exposed sites. 

* Elderly women with a higher dietary ratio of ani¬ 
mal to vegetable protein intake have more bone loss 
and greater risk of hip fracture than those with a low 
ratio. This study suggests that an increase in veg¬ 
etable protein intake and a decrease in animal protein 
intake may decrease bone loss and the risk of hip 
fracture.

Fireworks safety 
tips for the 
Fourth of July 

With Independence Day almost upon us, many 
people are looking forward to Fourth of July festivities, 
especially fireworks displays. In Massachusetts, 
where all consumer fireworks are illegal, families can 
instead gather together at community parks or organ¬ 
ized events to view fireworks displays. 

“But those who illegally attempt to capture the 
excitement of these festivities at home are risking 
serious injuries, especially to children,” noted Mandi 
Summers, coordinator, Western Massachusetts Safe 
Kids Coalition headquartered at Baystate Medical 
Center Children’s Hospital. These bright and colorful 
fireworks are exciting to children, but many do not 
understand the dangers that go along with handling 
these potentially dangerous materials. 

“While thousands of children are injured each year 
due to fireworks, nearly 75 percent of these injuries 
occur during the month surrounding the Fourth of 
July. Sparklers, while often considered the safest type 
of fireworks, join firecrackers and rockets as those 
causing the bulk of emergency room treated injuries," 
said Dr. Jacques Blanchet, chief, Emergency 
Services, at Frankling Medical Center in Greenfield. 

Fireworks-related injuries often require immediate 
medical attention. Injuries usually involve the 
hands/fingers, eyes, or head and can sometimes 
result in amputations, blindings, or even death. More 
than half of fireworks-related injuries involve burns, 
which can be one of the most painful injuries a child 
can encounter. 

If for any reason a fireworks accident occurs, 
remain calm and seek medical attention immediately, 
regardless of the severity of the injury. Often eyes can 
be injured in fireworks accidents and it is important to 
take precautions if this occurs. Do not rub or rinse out 
the eyes which can cause further damage. Also, 
avoid putting pressure on the area around the eye. Do 
not use any kind of aspirin or ibuprofen, which can 
cause blood thinning and potentially increase any 
bleeding that is present. Using ointments and med¬ 
ications are not recommended, as they can make the 
area around the eye slippery and interfere with the 
doctor’s examination.

Sister Dorothy Fabritze and Sister Bernard 
Overkamp are two Catholic nuns who are part of the 
Missionary Sisters of the Sacred Heart a part of the 
Catholic Church’s Pastoral Ministry to the people on 
the move. This includes a group of priests, brothers 
and sisters who tend to the spiritual needs of the peo¬ 
ple on the move, including the circus, the race car cir¬ 
cuit, carnivals, and other traveling groups. 

Within the circus category is a full-time chaplain, 
Father Jerry Hogan along w th five full-time sisters. 
Three travel with the Carson and Barnes Circus, and 
two travel with the Roberts Bros Circus Along with 
the full-time members are a network of priests and 
brothers who (because of their interest in the circus 
and their desire to be of service) will minister to the 
spiritual needs of the various circuses that come into 
their local area. 

Born and raised in Germany, Sister Bernard 
Overkamp entered into the congregation in 1965. 
Leaving Germany for Papua, New Guinea, in 1968, 
she spent 25 years working in various household and 
domestic areas, along with teaching the native 
women the same skills. Sister Bernard served on the 
more remote islands in the country, where travel 
depended on canoes and small workboats; communi¬ 
cation depended on a two-way radio; and people lived 
in grass huts. Leaving Papua, New Guinea in 1993, 
Sister Bernard came to the United States to continue 
her missionary work, working for five years at a 
halfway house in Pennsylvania (a home for non-vio¬ 
lent parolees). 

Sister Dorothy is an elementary schoolteacher who 
taught in Pennsylvania for seven years prior to going 
to Papua, New Guinea. She spent 16 years supervis¬ 
ing religious education in the elementery schools and 
instructing native women to be sisters, along with 
holding various leadership positions. After returning to 
the United States in 1993, Sister Dorothy did fundrais¬ 
ing for the missionary work of her congregation.

The food at “Smoky Bones' 

Did you know you can send in recipes to me at P.O. 
Box 741, Agawam. MA 01001? 

I do not do enough.restaurant reviews, so here we 
go. Recently, I tried the new "Smoky Bones" on 
Boston Road in Springfield. I knew that they were 
really smoking the meats because I previewed their 
equipment at the recent Boston Food Show. 

The meats are really wood-smoked for an authen¬ 
tic taste. The restaurant looks like a barbecue house; 
all wood inside, and the decorations fit the mood. My 
surprise was that they have about a zillion televisions 
around the restaurant so you can watch TV while you 
eat. (They are set mostly on sports channels, so you 
have the prospective clientele figured out.) 

The pricing is very modest. They have the same 
menu daytime or evenings: ribs, barbecued chicken, 
pulled pork, and beef brisket. Their own BBQ sauce is 
offered, as well as a spicy sauce made with haba- 
naros (ouch - very hot!). The service was very good. 

We tried the beef brisket and the sliced pork plat¬ 
ters. I found the beef to be a little dry, but with very 
good flavor. You can see the corona which the smok¬ 
ing produces at the edge of the meat; that is the red 
coloring in the meat. This particular dish was served 


with seasoned fries and coleslaw 

The sliced pork had very good flavor A noticeable 
paprika rub was used on the pork before cooking; this 
is a very common way to season BBQ down south. 
The restaurant also serves great BBQ beans, and the 
Cheese Fries are excellent (make sure you try them). 
The beans are flavored with the BBQ meats, and the 
cheese fries were covered with a mix of shredded 
cheese and a spicy cheese sauce. The coleslaw was 
overseasoned with celery seed (not a favorite of mine, 
but some of you like the flavor, I'm sure). There’s also 
garlic toast; it was buttery and seasoned just right. 

For dessert, \ had the “bag o donuts.” We tried the 
pecan pie; it was wonderful, but they served it with a 
non-dairy cream topping (we scraped that off). 

The iced tea has free refills, and beer is also avail¬ 
able. That was lunch; I will let you know about dinner 
another time (that is when I will try the ribs). 

Make sure you try the donuts and strawberry 
sauce. I’ll go back. See you there!

Both teams started out playing midfield soccer 
before Agawam Bruno’s broke into the Williston zone 
on a left-wing rush led by midfielder Erin Gloster. 
Williston, which had only 12 kids in attendance and, 
therefore, had to conserve its energy, marked off and 
came up with a charge of its own. The Summer 
Brownie defense stepped up and - behind some good 
tackling by sweeper Danielle Cirillo - managed to turn 
back the drive.

Keep the game simple... 

This really is the golden rule in competitive play - 
don’t try extra hard hoping for one of your best 
rounds, and don’t be tempted to go for shots that nor¬ 
mally you would not expect to pull off. Off the tee, your 
main priority is to hit the ball onto the fairway - winning 
golf is seldom played from the rough. If you do go into 
the rough or a hazard, make certain of getting back 
onto the short grass as quickly as possible and avoid 
the temptation to take risky shortcuts out of despera¬ 
tion. Take your medicine, accept the penalty of drop¬ 
ping a shot and play for a bogey - it is surprising how 
often you can escape by sinking a long putt. 

When hitting your approach shots, unless you are 
very confident or the situation is desperate, ignore the 
flag and play for the middle of the green. If success¬ 
ful, you should never be too far from the hole.
